CHantestos, S. C., Feb. £0, 21, 22, 1865, 
Hore beginneth the reopening of Tus Trip 
UNe’s spcoial correspondonco from Chnrloston, which 
bas beon suspended siuco the carly period of tho great 
Rebellion against tho progress of tho Demooratio idea 
in Amerios, and {ts grandest and purest incorporation 
in tho world—tho Constitution?and Government of the 
United States, How marvelous, how vast, bow sublime 
have been tho events that haye marked our history 
sinco your last representative trodo tho streets of this 
insurgent olty! ‘Thon st was ruled with rod of iron 
by o borbarons and aristocratic elnss, inflated and 
infatuated by two conturles of power; proud of 
their position; glorying in their shame; confident of 
their ability to arrest and tnrn back the ndvaneiug tide 
of Northern civilization; dotesting its apostles (as tho 
Pharisces onco hated tho disciples of the Christ), 
whom they had long find eyorywhero perscented to the 
death; then they wero so bold and strong and fleree 
that tho bravest heatts among us, those who loved the 
Uniow sbore all earthly goods, were donbtful at times 
of the inal triumph of the nation andthe right.

DESTRUCTION OF COTTON AND FUDLIO STORER, 

Bofore leaving, details of soldiory were sent to fire 
every building without exception in which colton Was 
stored. It is cstimated that 2,000 bales were consnmed. 
Tho western portion of Charleston suffered saverely: by 
theso fires. Tho cotton thns destroyed belonged 
chiedy to tho Rebel Government; bat hundreds of 
balos, the property of citizens’ shared tho camo fate, 
Thirty thousand bushels of rice, Government property, 
anda larga warchouso filled’ with commissary stores, 
were also destroyed. Tho fre-engines wero brought 
out, but wero powerlesa to extinguish tho ‘fumes, 
‘They succeded only in preventing it from spreading, 

HORLIDLE CALAMITY, 

‘When the etorving poor people heard that the pablie 
etores were being burned, they ran in great orowds to 
try to save como of the ‘This was about 8 o'clock 
inthe morning. Somo boys discovered whore a large 
supply of gunpowder wos stored, and amused them 
selvea with tossing bandfals of it into tho largo piles of 
burning cotton, Suddonly tho flro communionted tothe 
magazine, and a fearful explosion took place. ‘Tha 
sceno ia desoribed an being extremely horrible. It ip. 
catimated by tho eltizens that upward of 160 man, 
Women and childron perished in the flames, and that 
nearly 200 yore {njared, burned and wounded. Possi- 
bly this may bo an exaggerated cstimato; but thore are 
no public offizers yet from whom tho truth can be axcor~ 
tained, ond ramor {s wholly untrastworthy. ‘Chia 
frightfal calamity occurred at tho North-Enstern Tail- 
road depot, which was totally destroyed.

DESTRUCTION OF PRIVATE PROPENTY.

‘Tho letter of Gen. Leo and articles in the 
Richmond papers will remove the last doubt 
that on the question of arming negroes in 
defongo of tho Rebellion the men who carry 
the Confederacy in their right hands have made 
up thoir minds, Lee declares in terms, ‘I 
think the mensure not only expedient but 
necessary.” He argues that we shull use them 
if he does not, and regards the white popula- 
tion of the South as unequal to the long 
wor for which he deems it necessary to 
provide. Nor has he any doubt that the ne- 
groog, ‘ under proper circtmstaneee,” will make 
good soldiers—will fight on one side as well as on 
tho other, His opinion derives the more weight 
from his good sense in seeing that emancipation 
is the condition of their service as soldiers.‘ It 
would be neither just nor wise, in my opinion, 
tu require them to serve as slaves.” And ho pro- 
poses to call first for volunteers, with the con- 
sent of their owners. 

An article in The Enquirer shows how 
deeply this measure has stirred the feelings of 
its advocates. That paper charges upon the 
Gulf States thewdefeat of the bill in the Senate, 
and thereupon indulges in a sort of retrospect 
which suggests more reflections than ore ger- 
mane to this question merely, ‘The cotton 
States aro reminded that they, and not Virginia,

oyer Virginia elone from a belief that the Tem- 
pest wonld spend its strength on tho border 
States, and that the Gulf States would reap all 
the benefits and pay nono of tho cost ‘of such a 
struggle.

CURRENCY AND BUSINESS. 
The N. Y. Times porsists ine the snggestion 
that the decline in the premium on Gold may 
better be gradual than abrapt— 


—How ‘ruined?’ A. is awholesolo merchant, 
with his ontiro capital invested in such goods as 
ho usually sells, whon tho Currency suddenly 
appreciates to par. Of course, he sells off his 
stock for fewer dollars (paper) than they would 
have brought a month before; but these dollars 
will buy as much of nearly everything he can 
want as the larger number he valued his goods 
at last Fall; eo what matters it to him? Eyen 
if he owes for thom in Europe, his ability to pay 
is nowise impaired. 

If he has run in debt here for all or most of 
them, valuing them and agreeing to pay in ‘Te- 
gal tender,’ ho will of course fall short: but by 
whoeo fault? Why should behave run go heayily, 
in’ debt in times like theso? Who can ho 
fairly blamo for his misfortune? 

The Times asks: 


“If gold wore to fall instantly to por, bow many mar- 
chaats or heavy usiness mon in the country would be 
solvont at tho énd of a fortnight?” 


—Wo nnswer: Just about so many as were 
rally solvent a fortnight ago. ‘Che kite-flyers 
and dashing operatives would go under; but 
these aro rather light then ‘heavy business 
men.’ Business would hardly miss them. 

The Times concludes— 


“It seems to us mnch better avers way that tho de- 
cline in prices sbould be so gradual that the losses in- 
evitnbly involved should be shared by the whole com- 
munity, and not fall oa special classes, or a comparn- 
tively small circle, They will thus be touch lees oppres- 
sive, ond tho disturbance of the coueral course of busi- 
ness Will bo much less injurious.” 


—Wo dissent omphatically from this, and 
insist that it is better for all wholesome business 
to come right down to terra firma at onco‘und 
so soon as may be. A shook is less perilous 
than persistent atrophy. If prices are to fall 
gradually through six, twelve or cighteen 
months, there can be little business meantiine, 
because every one will properly hesitate to buy 
commodities which aro morally certain to be 
cheaper noxt month avd cheaper still the month 
after. Every one will be aseller; none but those 
in urgent need will be. buyers. Bnt go right 
down to the bard-pan at once, and business will 
immediately thereafter resumo its natural, 
healthy course; men will not fear to buy stocks 
of goods and hold them till required by custom- 
ers. Whether the ‘‘losses” will be more 
equally distributed under thjs policy, wo cnnuot 
say; but we are confident that they will be 
apportioned more justly, 


NEW-YOBRH CENTRAL RAILROAD. 
Tho big thing before the Legislature the pres- 
ent session is the application of the Central 
Railroad Company to bo relieved from the two- 
cent passonger fare restriction, Itis so big that 
its success is counted as certain. A measure 
that secures millions to applicants passes itself; 
as every influence that canbe brought ju aid 
can be most liberally paid. The Central Com- 
pony can well afford to pay down a million in 
cash to succeed; and we have no doubt that they 
of assessing two or three millions anaually, in 
addition to their present revenues, npon the peo~ 
plo of the State. 
We propose to set forth some of the reasons 
why the restriction upon the rate of fares 
should not be removed. It was inserted into 
the charter of the: Company, and eagerly ac- 
cepted, as a sort of equivalent for the $9,000,000 
Which the cousolidation put into the pockets 
of the shareholders of the respective roads 
over and above their cost. At the time of 
the consolidation, the stocks of tho several 
linea were rated at a premium, and it was pro: 
vided that their estimated valuc, over par, 
should be paid to the sharcholders in 6 per cent 
bonds of the new Company—the stock of the new 
Company to be isshed at its par value to the 
holders-of shayes in the several lines, 
amonut of the sbare capital of such lines, the 
per centage of premium paid, and the amount, 
in each case, were as fullows:

In the 
same time the Company have accumulated 
$2,850,000 to the credit of iveomo account—g 
sum equal to 15 per cent on its share capital, 
The net carnings annually accruing for the 
benefit of the shareholders since the cousolida 
tion haye eqnaled 11 per cent,.

Now we submit that the Company have for 
the past eleven years fared quite a8 well ns'the 
public. It has, in that, time, received 102 per 
cent net npon its share capital.

Now, we do not believe that the Legislnture 
of this State is prepared to allow a corporation 
that is alrendy earning and receiving11 per cent 
net on its actual capital, to tax the people to the 
extent of millions for the purpose of swelling 
such earnings and dividends to bwico that rate.

Sr: Ihave the honor to inform you that 
Wilaington has been yaenated anil is in the possession 
of our troops. Aftor the ovacuation of Fort Anderson, 
T pushed forward tho gunboats up us far as tho water 
Would permit, ‘Tho army pushed up at the same time 
on tho right and left banks of the river, After sound- 
Ang and buoying out the middle ground at Big Island, 
sucoveded in getting tho gunboats ovez, and opened 
fire on Fort Strong, tho work commanding the prinefpal 
obstructions, where the Rebela had also suuk a large 
Btoamer, the North Eastern.

VISIT TO FORT SUMTER, 
On Tuesday wo accompanied Gens. Gillmore ond 
Wobster to Fort Sumter. Geo. Gillmore goucrously 
extended tho coveted opportunity to visit the now 
classical ruin to a Inrgo number of loyal Indica and 
gentlomen. Wo went out In tho W. W. Colt, which 
soon Ins off the fort on the sido nearcat,to tho city. A 
stenmer had sunk near the Fort. We landed in small 
boats, as the water fs quite shallow there, Tho Genoral 
and staff and some ladies landed in thie first bont. The 
wall to tho right of the fort, looking toward it with the 
back to the city, is about forty feet bigh, ono corner 
boing strengthoued by heary timber-work outside. In 
the center it is perhops about twenty-five fect igh on 
on average, This side, of course, hos been less dom- 
aged than thoso which wero exposed to tho fires of tho 
butteries on Morris Island and to tho force bombard: 
ment of the iron-clads, 
You entor through a very low passage-woy, a hundred 
feot or so in Iengtb, and omorgo into an area of about 
an cere, Viowed from the inside, the walls, or rather 
defenses, look high and are really tormidublo. 
‘Tho fort originally was a pentagon, built of brick, 
stately and bigh. Evety ono Is familior with its external 


oro far lesa eflleiout than curthiorks or 
lines of gobiona, Gubions aro large, deop wickor 
baskets filled with earth or aca or quartzsand. The 
brick walls of Sumter that faced Morris Ieland 
are olmost entiroly demolished; but bobiud where they 
stood are layers after layers of gabions, with terraces 
and bomb-proofs both for soldiers on duty at tho uns 
on the parapets, and as quortera for the officers and 
men. The dofouses average, I should think, about 160 
fect in thickness. Evory sholl that domolished a 
portion of tho exterior brick wall, therefore, only 
Sirongthoued the defouses, a3 {t tossed the brick from 
positions where it was of little uso to make tho interior 
lines heavier! Sumter reminds ono of tho innocout

tion among us, and are worthy of lasting gratitude. 
‘Tho labore ef Consul Jarvis are uot perhaps suficiently 
appreciated. Tho senior Rich also performed o work 
that has coutribated fn untold mensuro to tho prosperity 
of our State. ‘Tho memory of these men should bo por- 
petoated by momorlala suitable to their character and

nel’s article, are quite common in Vermont, and have 
boon fur sovoral years, with the exception of some fow 
extreme oases, ‘Tho improvemont in Spanish Merino 
Sheep in Vermont is not tho result of a fow years’ la- 
bors, bat of many years; neither is It tho rosult of ono 
man’s luber, patience and skill; but many paticnt, ekill-
